CHARLEVOIX - While officials 
now believe that “human activity” 
is to blame for a fire that destroyed 
a downtown Charlevoix business on 
Christmas Eve, whether that activ- 
ity was intentional or accidental 
may never be known. 

Michigan State fire investigator 
Sgt. Daniel Drew said state fire and 
insurance investigators have deter- 
mined that the blaze which de- 
stroyed the Cherry Republic 
business at 221 Bridge Street on 
Christmas Eve started in an un- 
locked shed behind the building by

“The fire was started intention- 
ally or unintentionally in the un- 
locked shed behind the building,” 
he said, noting that after it started 
and grew, the flames spread 
through the first floor window and 
then into the rest of the building.

Boyne City man 
sentenced to 
prison for brutal 
stabbing of child- 
hood friend

CHARLEVOIX - A Boyne 
City man — 
will spend 
the next 10- 
15 years in 
prison for 
brutally 
stabbing to 
death his 
childhood 
friend outside his Bay Town- 
ship home in 2015. 

Charlevoix County Circuit 
Court Judge Roy C. Hayes IIT 
last week sentenced 35-year-old 
Matthew Fruge of Boyne City 
to the maximum sentence of 
between 10-15 years after a jury 
found him guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter at his trial in De- 
cember. 

Fruge was found guilty but 
mentally ill in the stabbing 
death of his childhood friend,

34-year-old Jacob Daniel Con- 
klin, in an incident that oc- 
curred October 1, 2015 outside 
Fruge’s home at the Villa de 
Charlevoix near Horton Bay. 

According to police, Fruge’s 
wife called 9-1-1 around 7 pm 
that evening to report her hus- 
band had stabbed Conklin out- 
side their home. Witnesses said 
they found Fruge in his drive- 
way lying on top of Conklin 
and pushed him off to discover 
Conklin bleeding heavily from 
the neck with a knife on the 
ground next to him. Conklin 
died from what was later found 
to be ten stab wounds to the 
neck and back areas. 

Conklin was born in 
Charlevoix in 1981 and at-

maximum sentencing. “The 
only reason Jacob came up 
there was because you told 
him that you needed him. 
He loved you. You didn’t de- 
serve his friendship,” Mur- 
mur told Fruge, “I loved my 
son, we’ll never get him 
back. You have your life. 
You'll always be alive.” 

Murner continued to ad- 
dress the court about Fruge: 
“He chose to brutally, grue- 
somely murder my son and 
then I had to stand there 
and bury him and know that 
would be the last time I’d 
ever see him.” 

Charlevoix County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Allen Tel- 
genhof said he asked the 
judge to impose the maxi- 
mum sentence on Fruge pri- 
marily for “public safety 
reasons” because he is “a 
dangerous person due to his 
combination of mental 
health and substance abuse 
issues.” 

Fruge’s defense attorney, 
Bryan Klawuhn of Petoskey, 
argued that substance abuse 
was not to blame in Con- 
klin’s death, however, and 
asked the court to instead 
impose a five year-minimum 
sentence based on his 
client’s mental health his- 
tory, which includes prior 
mental illness and diagnosis 
of post-traumatic stress dis- 
order. 

“He needs (mental) help 
because he has to learn how 
to live in society because 
this cannot happen again,” 
Klawuhn told the court. 

Conklin’s widow, Jessica, 
also read an impact state- 
ment to the court on behalf 
of herself and the couple’s 
four young children. “My 
heart breaks for my kids 
every day. They need him 
just like any child needs 
their dad. Matt (Fruge) still 
gets to have a relationship 
with his kids,” Conklin said. 

Fruge himself addressed 
the court prior to sentenc- 
ing: “If I could take back 
things, there would be no 
doubt...” Fruge said, “This 
has impacted me and a lot of 
other people as well and I’m 
Sorry.” 

In sentencing Fruge to 10- 
15 years in prison, Telgen- 
hof said Hayes agreed that 
substance abuse was indeed 
a contributing factor in Con- 
klin’s stabbing death and 
therefore imposed the maxi- 
mum time possible. Fruge 
will be eligible for parole in 
ten years, Telgenhof said. 

He also noted that Fruge’s 
guilty but mentally ill con- 
viction means that during 
his sentence, Fruge will re- 
ceive mental health treat- 
ment from the Michigan 
Department of Corrections 
and also from the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, if 
necessary. 

At sentencing, Hayes told 
Fruge, “Your substance 
abuse problems have re- 
sulted in the loss of Jacob 
Conklin’s life and they have 
truly devastated two fami- 
lies.” 

Murner remembered her 
son as a loving, generous 
and dedicated family man 
with a wonderful sense of 
humor, “He loved every- 
body. He never did anything 
to hurt anybody.”

ding accident on a ski slope at Boyne 
Mountain.

was closed when the 9-1-1 call came in 
just before 3 a.m. Sunday morning. 

He said emergency crews arrived at 
Boyne Mountain Resort to find Otten- 
hoff lying on a plastic table near the 
Civic Center loading dock where her 
friends dragged her after finding her. 

It was later learned Ottenhoff had 
been staying at the resort with family 
and had gone with a group of friends 
who decided to go sledding on the ski 
slopes after hours. 

Ottenhoff somehow lost control of 
the saucer-style sled she was using, 
Vondra said, and careened into a 
building at high speed. 

He said it’s likely that alcohol was a
